Q: Whatis the U.S. doing diplomatically to bring the Middle 
East perce to an end? 
igh ling 
A: I cannot go into details about specific meetings and messages, 


but I can tell you that we have been expressing to all concerned 

parties our view that there should be a ceasefire and that it ) 
should be followed by a serious diplomatic effort to reach a 
final, peaceful settlement to the Middle East conflict. It is 
our hope that there can be progress within the next few days 
toward bringing the fighting to a halt. Beyond that, we stand : 
willing to play a part in working for a just and durable peace. 

We are not wedded to any specific formula for how a peace 
settlement might best be achieved. We believe the key to 

peace is to find a way in which Arab sovereignty over the occupied 
territories and Israeli security can be reconciled. We also 
recognize that Palestinian interests will have to be addressed 

in any comprehensive settlement. The United States has all 
along supported the principles contained in UN Resolution 242, 


and that continues to be our position,

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Resupply of Combatants 

Are we resupplying Israel with as much equipment as the 
Soviets are giving the Arabs? What do we hope to achieve 
through our resupply of Israel? 

I cannot discuss the amounts and types of equipment being 
supplied to the combatants by ourselves and the Soviets. We 
decided to resupply Israel only after it had become clear that 
the Soviets were massively resupplying the Arabs. Our pur- 
pose is to maintain cis military balance in the area. Our 
support for Israel is designed not to prolong the fighting but 
rather to produce a situation in which a diplomatic solution to 
the conflict is possible. It is not our intention to become 
directly involved in the fighting.

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Detente 


How badly have recent Soviet actions in the Middle East damaged 


East-West detente? 


I do not want to characterize recent Soviet actions in the Middle 
East as they relate to the broader question of East-West detente. 
I will say, however, that the detente is bound to be tested from 


time to time as situations arise in which the major powers have 


diverging views and interests. We believe that the policy of

detente helps to ensure that differences between the 
major powers do not develop into dangerous and direct 
confrontations between them. There is a limit beyond 
which the Soviets cannot step without endangering detente, 
but in our judgment this point has not yet been reached.

Oil 


How will Arab restrictions on oil exports affect the U.S, in 


terms both of our energy situation at home and our policy toward 
the Middle East? 


We are studying the latest actions by the Arab oil-producing 
states on oil prices and production, and we do not want to 
comment specifically at this time. In any case, our policy 
toward the Middle East will be determined by what we believe 
will be fair and equitable for the people of the region and will 
serve the cause of peace. Let me also remind you that this 
Administration has been examining ihe energy problem for 
some time and has proposed important legislation to move us 
toward greater self-sufficiency.
